Priation approved by the finance committee 
on Friday. 

Under the rules of the council it must be 
introduced with the recommendation and be 
published one week before it can come up 
“for action. The only way that it can be 
passed without this procedure is with almosé 


unanimous consent. The votes of two alder- . 


men can prevent the adoption of the commit- 
tee recommendation at the council meeting 
tonight. 

Several. members of the council have 
avowed their disapproval of the appropria- 
tion, and there is a question whether it will 
not be allowed to take the ordinary course. 
That decision will rest with the steering 
committee of the commission which will 
meet at noon to consider the matter. It is 
gaid that the commission has sufficient of 


its original $10,000 left to handle its salary 


roll, but an immediate knowledge of the 
fund upon which it can rely is declared nec- 
‘essary to the formation of a systematic, 
complete, and intelligent plan of procedure 
for the future. 


Ald. Merriam Undecided. 
* Ald. Charles E. Merriam, chairman of the 
commission, who bi this argument persuad- 
ed the.finance committee to recommend the 
appropriation, although he stated no great 
part of it would be used béfore the annual 
appropriation bill is passed in January, is 


undetermined; whether to ask approval orf 


the council so that the sum will be available 
at once and so that he may have confidence 
in the balance being reappropriated in the 
budget. 

The finance committee took no action to- 
ward the immediate passage of the appropri- 
ation. When such action is desired it is 
usual to instruct, the chairman of the em- 
mittee, Ald. B. W. Snow, to ask a suspen- 
sion of the rules because of an emergency. 
In this case the committee merely gave its 
formal approval to the appropriation; and it 
is doubtful whether Chairman Snow would 
request immediate passage by the council 
without instructions from the committee. 


Will Resume Public Hearings. 

The interest in the commission's procedure 
fs not all attached to the council meeting. 
The public hearings on the several subjects 
that have been brought to its attention as 
. different phases of city expenditure requiring 
scrutiny will be resumed in the afternoon. 

The subject to be taken up is a new one— 
that of the management of the department 
of supplies—and the first step will be that of 
building up a foundation of material upon 
which a thorough inquiry may be built up 
systematically. Advance will be directed 
along these lines until the evidence in the 
material investigation for the presence of 
shale rock in -the bed of the Lawrence ave- 
nue sewer—the basis for the payment of 
$45,984 to M. H. McGovern—is ready for con- 
sideration. 

L. E. Gosselin, deputy city controller, wit! 
be the first witness on the stand. He will be 
asked to explain the entire system of requi- 
sitions by department heads on the city 
Purchasing agent for materials and supplies

New Way to Raise Lemons. 

“Lemons usually grow on trees, but in 
Missouri we are growing them on vines like 
cucumbers.

On my farm at 8 I have six- 
teen different kinds onions. Among the

Farm Small, but Productive. 

My farm is a little one—just Afteen acres. 
When I bought it eight years ago it had been 
in cultivation then for seventy years, and, 
naturally, as one would think, it was pretty 
well worn out. I paid $150 an acre and have 
since refused $300 an acre for it. 

“I have some hogs on the place and make a 
side specialty of country sausage. I use 
every part of the hog in various products, 
except the hams. These I smoke and sell in 
town for 25 centa a pound. 

“I also have a Httle specialty th cream. 1 
sell all my Cream to a drug store in town 

et as much for it as. f I churned and 
sold my butter at 50 cente a pound—and I 
don’t have to go to the trouble of churn 6. 

“I do not claim to be a shining 3 
ges Ne that sort. I never went to schoo! 
six mo in my life. My father was a 
ennessee and when the war broke 
© chance to go to school. With 
proper atgention and care and sufficient ap- 
plication any one might have done or be doing 
the same thing as I am doing.“ 

“Swamp Land” Exhibit, 

A. B Graves, secretary and treasurer of 
the Louisiana Meadows company, takes 
pleasure in having the only swamp land 
exhibit at the show. 

“Others have to put water on their land— 
we have to take it oft,“ he explained. Our 
land is the deita land at the mouth of the 
Mississippi river. Rvery acre of our land- 
there are about 5,000,000 acres of it—has been 
washed down’ and ‘made’ from the Mis- 
souri, Ohio, and Mississippi valleys. 

It is tremendously rich, and when drained 
and the wafer removed the crops are tremen- 
dous. It le a replica of Holland—only larger 
and more productive. Before the water has 
been taken off it is worth about $2.50 an acre. 
When removed it is worth about 368 and up. 

This country is sometimes known as the 
‘new corn’ country. Corn is being raised 
here with great success. Another product— 
probably our best—ts sugar cane. We have 
cane here about fourteen feet in height. We 
are the greatest cane state in the union, 

‘Raise Subtropical Fruit. 

We are beginning to raist tropical fruit 
and are doing especially well with oranges. 
Quite a bit of the early spring vegetables 
which Chicago uses comes from our country.

Opposes Inspection Bureau. 
The body of the report will contain an 
analysis of the reclassification and the re- 
grading of positions in the city service, which 
is almost entirely technical. The first part 
of the detail appealing to the public will be 
a statement that, under existing conditions, 
the commission does not favor the sugges- 
tion for the creation ot a’ bureau of inspec- 
tion. One of the chief advantages ur for 
such a bureau is the assignment, recall, and 
reastigninent of men to different depart- 
ments. Such a clearing house of inspection 
is, in the opinion of the commission, con- 
templated the civi] service law which, if 
intelligently applied, practically makes the 
civil serv commission such a bureau of 

tion. 

Under the presemt system ves are 
and laid of and return to the 
civil service list and are reassigned to the 
various departments.

Ohioan Says Bones Are Interred in Tem- 
ple in Mexican Capital—Story Oon- 
vin Historians There.

Charles ©. Gordon, a student from Cincin- 


nati, O., has just discovered the proofsto a 
contention which probably will change some 
of the natural inferences of history as laid 
down by Motley and Parkman. 

He has found unpublished records of the 
death of Hernando Cortez and an attest to 
his will, written by his close friends, which 
details the manner of hie death and says 
it occurred in Mexico. Gordon says Cortez 
returned to this country from Spain in 1650 
and died shortly after, while history says he 
died in Seville just before salling for Mexico. 

Gordon says his bones are interred at the 
Temple d' Jesus in Mexico City, and will take 
the matter before President Diaz and seek 
to have them disinterred and buried in state.

yet clear, but it is possible that the 
schemes may receive attention calculated 
to delay negotiations. The decision of the 
federal court at St. Paul in the Standard 
Oil case will have deterring influence, 
even if final determination awaits action 
in the Supreme court of the land. 

These movements toward combination 
reflect the feeling of confidence in finan- 
cial circles. The signs of satisfactory 
business are observed everywhere. An 
order for 10,000 new freight cars by the 
Pennsylvania company evidences a pros- 
perity finding illustration in railway earn- 
ings during October exceeding those of 
any corresponding month in American his- 
tory. With iron and steel industries flour - 
ishing, construction still gaining in the 
main, and ship yards busy, the outlook is 
extremely hopeful. 

The gratifying reports from the cotton 
industry tell the same story. The quantity 
of cotton exported in October was greater 
than that of any corresponding period of 
the past except October, 1905, while the 
higher prices secured made these exports 
exceed in value those of any earlier month 
in the histery of the cotton trade in the 
United States. The total value was 388. 
888,350, while no previots month ever 
reached the $80,000,000 mark. Such sta- 


tistics are the more satisfactory when it 


is recalled that there has been a more 
rapid growth in cotton exports in recent 
years than has been noted in connection 
with any other of the natural products of 
the United States. The large shipments of 
wheat and flour, exceeding in late weeks 
those of any corresponding period in four 
years, add encouragement. 

An easier situation in the money mar- 
ket was observable, no occasion for an- 
lety being apparent in America, where 
all branches of business seemed fairly 
well adjusted. The budget excitement in 
England may become a disturbing factor, 
however, the alternative facing the coun- 
try of heavier taxation with its increased 
burden or the borrowing of large amounts 
with the consequent raising of money 
rates. The effect of the political excite- 
ment over the budget was notable in finan- 
cia) circles in London. 

In the stock market the week ‘ead ebill, 
due to the Standard Oil decision, was ap- 
parent in several lines. The decline in 


American Sugar was sharp, this being due 


to the investigation of frauds affecting 
this interest. 

Financial conditions in Chicago were 
eatistactory during the week, the clear- 
ings of the banks continuing to show 
gains, and nothing unusual occurring te 
cause anxiety. 


THE LORDS AND THE BUDGET. 

The. seriousness of the English crisis 
over the budget is not anderstood unless 
the events of many long years of national 
history are passed in review. The pro- 
posed action of the lords is counted an 
act of war upon representative govern- 
ment. The crown demands money, the 
commons grants it, and the lords assent to 
the grant,” is the custom which has be- 
come as strong as law. As phrased in a 
dispatch in another column of Tut Trrs- 
UNE today, the “ power, pride, and thaj- 
esty of the commons” are due to the 
control of the finances. The power? of 
the purse has been the greatest lever with 


which the popular chamber has worked. 


for over 500 years. As early as 1379 
the right of the commons to investigate 
accounts andsuppropriate the supplies was 
clearly established. It fell into disuse 
after Henry IV., but was revived in 
1624 and again in 1641, and then firmly 
det id as an undisputed principle 
under Charles II. in 1666. 

In contiection with a quarrel in 1407 it 
was agreed that all money bills should 


| ofiginate in the commons. In 1593, under 


Elizabeth, the principle was again as- 


peal of the paper duty after bills for in- 
crease of the property tax and stamp 
duties, intended to supply the deficiency 
caused by the abolition of the paper duty, 


had received the royal assent. The com- 


mons stormed over the breach of theif 
privileges, passing three emphatic resolu- 
tions, andgthe next year included the re- 
peal of the paper duty in the annual tax 
bill, which the lords meekly passed. Since 


that time it has been an accepted theory 


in a governmental system which “ broad- 
ens down from precedent to precedent” 
that the lords cannot, as a practical thing, 
initiate, amend, or reject any money bill. 

It is this principle, worked out through 
centuries of struggle over prerogative and 
recognized in one form or another by 
Pym, Hampden, Eliot, Walpole, the two 
Pitts, Burke, Canning, Wellington, Peel, 
Russell, Gladstone, John Bright, and 
other great leaders ‘of English history, 
that is now at stake. In precipitating an- 
other conflict about it the lords may be 
placing themselves in the position of those 


in the old saying, Whom the gods would 


destroy they first make mad.” . 
To five-sixths of the budget there is no 
great objection. The attack is made 
against the new duties on land and liquor. 
The lords belong to the class most in- 
terested in fighting a tax on the unearned 
increment of land and a tax on building 
land that is withheld from the market. 
The brewers have their strong objections 
to the budget. The protective tariff ad- 
vocates see in the accepted budget the 
death of the cause of tariff reform. In 
the coming battle the Liberal party will 
have the tremendous advantage of fight- 
ing for noble causes. The provisions of 
a budget itself lend themselves readily 
to sharp controversy. But behind de- 
tails of the bill is the greater constitu- 
tional contest. The lords must be defeat- 
ech in their seheme for practically rejecting 
@ money bill or the liberties of the peo- 
ple, won by hard fighting during long cen- 
turies since 1879, will have a tremendous 
and revolutionary setback: 


REFORMING FOOTBALL. 

Opinion seems to be general that modi- 
fications should be made in the game of 
football as now played in the colleges. 
There are two ways of approaching the 
subject. One is the hysterical method of 
wholesale denunciation, sufficient reason 
for such an attitude being found in the 
distressing fatalities attending the game 
during the season now drawing to a close. 
The other and more rational one is to 
study the various formations that are 
used with the view of eliminating those 
that have proved particularly dangerous, 
at the same time saving a branch of col- 
lege sport that interests many thousands 
during the autumn months. Long experi- 
ence has shown that action following a 
stampede is rarely eo sane as that which 
accompanies gcareful study, suggested, 
perhaps, by untoward occurrences, 

The newspaper comment upon this 
theme shows surprising differences of 
view. One writer wonders why football 
accidents have such a peculiar capacity 
for exciting a public which fails to note 
the long roll of the dead attending mo- 
toring, hunting, swimming, and other 
outdoor sports with which a constant 
element of danger is connected. Another 
claims that the possibility of loss of life 
or serious injury gives football its real 
attractiveness and makes comparisons fo 
its disadvantage with bull fights in Latin 
countries or the most brutal sports of 
ancient Rome, such à criticism reflecting | 
discredit upon American civilization in 
reality rather than, primarily, upon the 
game itself. Much stronger than the rad- 
ical positions, however, is that taken by 
the majority, who urge ¢vidently needed 
alterations rather than abolition.

This exceptionally violent denunciation, which - 
celved the approval of Premier Maura, who leaned for- 
ward to shake hands with La Clerva, was regarded by 
the Liberals as a gross personal insult te Moret and 
to his fermer ministerial colleagues, and two of the 
latter visited Maura on the following morning and 
informed him that unless en apology were delivered 
in the cortes to Senator Moret.the situation would be 
impossible. It must be understood that in Spain it is 
out of the question for any government to remain in 
office, no matter how big ita parliamentary majority, 
unless it has what may be called a working consent 
on the part of the opposition, which by means of ob- 
structive tactics can literally. bleck all legislation. 
As the message to Maura meant that if there were no 
apology there would no longer be any of this working 
consent on the part of the opposition, and as neither 
Maura himself nor La Clerva would consider for one 
moment offering any apology, there was nothing left 
for them to do but to resign. 

La Cierva, it is true, offered-to appease the opposi- 
tion by sacrificing ‘himself and resigning alone, but 
his colleagues, * the prime minister downwards, 
were so heartily in agreement with his policy and 
with his utterances that his offer was refused. That 
is really the explanation of the recent ministerial 
crisis at Madrid and of the accession to office of a 
Liberal administration, for which but a short life is 
predicted.

As I started from the station at 4 this morn- 
ing the Tzigane band in the café was still 
hard at work furnishing entertainment for 
two lonely, weary eyed oecupants of the

= 3 At the station was the usual throng of peas- 
: ante, mostly women, one wearing a beauti- 
fully embroidered skirt. It seems a pity that 
this ancient art should utterly disappear, for 
was developed by the people themselves, 
ané when it gives way little or nothing takes 
ite place. These little bits of decoration are 
among the few remaining relics of an art 

which had its origin in Asia ages ago. 

The country just beyond Debreczen differs 
fm no essential way frora that seen the other 
day in approaching from another direction. 
The railroad follows the ancient highway to 
‘Hortobagy; this is mow being repaired and I 
saw men and women even at this early hour 
placing crushed stone in position; behind, 
them followed a mcdern steam roller. The 
sew road seems to be as carefully graded and 
@rained as a railway. We passthrough wide 
expanses of cultivated flelde and by houses 
literally surrounded with flowers which also 
abound about the station houses. Along the 
road we pass many wagons of a curious type, 
the bed made of woven willows, narrow at 
the bottom and expanding toward the tcp. 
the sides being held in ppsition by supports 
which terminate over a continuation of the 

Axle. 
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Great Farms Seen. 

Then we came to a great farm of corn, 
wheat, and alfalfa belonging to a Debreczen 
Jew of the name of Steinfeld. The story of 
the Jews in this and adjoining counties is 
rather interesting, but must be told at an- 
other time. ie 

Beyond Mr. Steinfeld’s estate lies one of 
Vasily greater extent. This is the estate of 

unt Semsey, of more than 40,000 acres, and 
ene of the largest in Hungary. The count 
does not live upon his estate. but rents it to 
Several individuals, who pay him a cash 
rental and who hire as needed peasants to 
Cultivate the fields. At one place on this 
estate I looked over a cornfield as far as the 
eye can reach; at another time I saw no less 
than three steam thrashers at work in the 
midst of innumerable stacks of wheat. The 
plain was as level as a floor and in its rich- 
ness of soil and its evidence of presperity 
reminded me of the wheat flelds of northern 
Oklahoma. But this estate is entailed. With- 
gut a change in the law it can never be sold. 

We pass the little village of Balmaz- 
Ujvaros. which has an instructive history. 
More than half of its inha nts are Ger- 
mans, who about 100 years ago settled here 
from Wiirtemberg. Nearly all now have 
Magyar names and this generation has 
ceased to speak German. 


Houses Built by State. 

Gradually the plain changes in character; 
We are approaching the puszta, the treeless 
plain, Just beyond the count's estate we pass 
& little group of more than a hundred houses 
in process of construction ,uilt by the state 
to be leased at a low rental to peasants for 
twenty years, after which they become their 
property. 

The plain opens out broader and broader. 
Here and there are low marshy places in 
Which are hundreds of storks. Wheat fields 
end corn land give way to meadow and pas- 
dure: we have reached the puszta. We alight 
at Hortobagy; it consists of a station house, 
Police station, inn, and stable. It occupies 

€ center of an irregularly shaped plain, 
some twenty miles long and twelve miles in 
Width at its widest part. Formerly this plain 
COftained six villlages, but they were de- 
Stroyed during the Turkish régime. 

After a few moments spent in looking about 
the inn, the great horse stable and a fine old 
bridge of nine great arches across the sjug- 
Ash river. we set out to inspect the range. 
Por hours and hours we drive, back and 
forth, visiting in the forenoon the sheep 
ranges and in the afternoon tae horse and 

_ Cattle ranges. During this time I saw many 
Peasanis, talked with them and inspected 
melir houses. 


Herdsman Earns $200 a Year.

I saw a herd of abount a hundred fine 
looking brood mares, the property of tee” 
town of Debrecsen. A certain proportion of 
the colts are sold each year, the object of 
the sherd being to improve the quality of 
horses in the country. To prevent the spread 
of disease among the stock there is a hospi- 
tal on the range. Windbreaks abound, espe- 
cially on the sheep ranches. These are made 
of stout rush firmly implanted in the ground, 
and are so arranged as to afford protection 
no matter from what direction the wind 
blows. These windbreaks, I was told, are 
of a form which has been in use in the Alféld 
for more than a thousand years, and former- 
ly houses were built of the same material. 
There are about 20,000 cattle on the range 
and nearly all silver white in color and of the 
long horned variety. 

In one peasant’s house I found some news- 
papers and a small book on natural history. 
Another house contained three rooms, the 
walls of one of which were decorated in white 
and yellow, another in blue and green, while 
the walls of the bedroom were white and the 
ceiling blue. In none of the houses did I find 
more than one single bed, the herdsman 
never sleeping in the house, but with the 
flocks. In one house I noted à number of 
iron implements of home manufacture and of 
a primitive form, 


Trial Marriage Common. 


Those herdemen who remain the entire 
year on the range make, on the average, feur 
visits of two days each either to Debreczen 
or to their native village. A young shepherd, 
22 years old, admitted that he had a sweet- 
heart whom he had been visiting for several 
years and that after the completion of his 
required period in the army he would marry 
her. It seems that among the peasantry a 
system, which might be characterized as 
trial marriage, exists—at any rate it seems 
that merriage is not entered into formally 
until after the woman hes shown her ability 
to bear children. Owing to the fact that the 
young men must serve three years in the 
national guard there is a tendency to post- 
pone the age of the formal marriage. 

On returning to the inn for luncheon we 
found in the peasants’ dining room six young 
men in a fine, though restrained, state of 
hilarity. In front of each man was a big 
black bottle and at the foot of the table fif- 
teen or twenty more. They were singing 
old Hungarian songs with great feeling and 
fine reserve. At the table in the big dining 
room, the ceiling of which was embellished 
with so-called mural decorations, were sev- 
eral stock owners. The dinner which they 
devoured was surprisingly well cooked, of 
lavish abundance, and was served by the 
big innkeeper himself, who did not hesitate 
to enter into the conversation of his guests 


Table Manners Strange. 


The amount of native wine consumed was 
not excessive, but enough. The manners cis- 
played at the table were somewhat strange 
and perhaps even fantastic, but of the 
courtesy, the hospitality, and of the pollte- 
ness of the men in the puteza there can be 
no doubt. Our meal consisted of a heavy 
beef soup, boiled beef and potatoes, fried 
pork and cabbage, fried chicken, giblets aad 
rice, and a most uncommonly good fie. 
pastry rolled in powdered sugar.

„Our most hopeful sign in Israel is the 
strength that is growing of Jewish reform. 
In England, France, Germany, and Austria 
the number of Jews who desert their faith is 
astonishing. In Vienna alone the number is 
1,000 every year. 

We do read of Jews in America who be- 
come so rich that they can cease to be Jews. 
We hear of Jews who buy their children auto- 
mobiles and all kinds of other expensive toys 
and think that by such things they gain 
social distinction. 

“We hear of Jews who become Christians 
to gain social distinction, but don’t yau for- 
get that social distinction gained in-this man- 
ner is our own moral extinction. 

When I hear of these things I feel like 
saying to my good Christian friends, If Jtws 
are to become Christians, your losa In get- 
ting them is our gain in losing them.“ 


Defines Reform“ Jew. 

There is some question as to the defini- 
tion of a reform Jew. A reform Jew not only 
believes certain things and thinks certain 
things, but is, feels, and does certain things. 

„We have our own trinity. It is monothe- 
ism,” monomoralism, and monohumanism. 
Liberal Jews must turn against idolatry, im- 
morality, and perversion. I did not think 
there ever would be any need of revising 
the commandment ‘Thou shalt set up no 
other god before me,’ but k seems it should 
be ‘Thou shalt set up no other god or god- 
dess before me.’ 

“TI did*not think Jews would succumb to 
that form of idolatry that calls itself Chris- 
tian Science, which is founded on an insane 
dread of disease, and which almost ie than- 
atophobia. Now I did not say hydrophobia. 
If Jews are tö have a part in that religion, 
then we have fallen to sorry depths. 

„J was asked not long ago why I did not 
introduce something of Christlan Science in 
the synagogue, and was assured that by so 
doing I could have the synagogue crowded. 

„answered that the business of Judaism 
is not to fill the pews in the synagogue, but 
to fill lives; not to win men, but to seek efter 
truth. It is better to abandon Judaism than 
to make it conform to Christian Science.’’
